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A BEACON Endorsement 


When the BEACON Editorial Board conducted 
interviews of the five candidates for the Student 
Senate presidency, we were confronted with five 
slight variations of the same platform. 

“Each of the candidates advocated a stronger 
Senate; each wanted easing of parietals such as wo- 
men’s curfews and drinking restrictions. Each ap- 
proved of student boycotts or demonstrations as va- 
lid means of expression to achieve certain worth- 
while ends, Each criticized the Bookstore and trip- 
ling. 

What this means from a purely statistical stand- 
point, is that the student body can hardly lose no 
matter who it selects in the primaries Thursday and 
Friday, and the finals next week. 

But statistics don’t spell the difference between 
an adequate president and a good one. 

In endorsing Philip Beauchamp, the BEACON 
Editorial Board has to rely on what many may con- 
sider to be the most intangible of reasons: he seems 
more confident, more mature, and more realistic 
than any of the other four. 

All five candidates would probably deal equal- 
ly well with their fellow students, but Phil Beau- 
champ has that quality of authority which would 
make him the best match for the administration. 

Each candidate realizes the power of student ac- 
tivism as a last resort in pressing issues; but Phil 
Beauchamp has a better understanding of the re- 
sponsibility involved in leading student protests, and 
the organization needed to keep them alive. 

Although each candidate stressed the importance 
of strengthening the Student Senate, making it more 
representative and better able to put its legislation 
into effect, Phil Beauchamp’s plan to consolidate 
the Senate into three-major committees was the only 
really positive, detailed formula for infernal im- 
provement of the legislative process given at the in- 
terviews. 

If we had to state the one issue which swung 
our support from any of the other four candidates 
to Phil Beauchamp, that issue would have to be dis- 
crimination. 

The statements we most often got concerning 
racial discrimination as a policy in the fraternity 
system were vague, qualified, and occasionally con- 
_  flicting, In some cases a candidate would begin on 
a, the premise that discrimination was a personal 
blight, not organized or apparant; but he would end 
a, ur discussion of the matter with the opinion that 

the Senate has the right to order Greeks to spurn 
discriminatory clauses or other similar trappings in 
their local or national charters. 

Four candidates saw in this discussion a purely 
_._ Moral issue; only Phil Beauchamp saw it as it was 
‘phrased repeatedly—an examination of the legal 
limits of the Student Senate. 
nm When Phil Beauchamp told us the Student Se- 
| Bate has no right to meddle in the internal affairs 
Of a fraternity, he knew that most people wouldn't 
Understand that he was speaking in terms of consti- 
_ tutionality, not Civil Rights. He put his chances 
_ for election on the line because he would say nothing 
than he believed. 

This is the kind of courage the Student Senate

A Guest Editorial 


The very fact that we must face the abortion 
issue, to a certain extent reflects a basic subject we 
have so far avoided: birth control. If students had 
easy access to birth control devices notably “the 
pill,” one might logically expect the problem of abor- 
tion and illegitimate birth would be almost too 
small to mention. 

But as social dictates now stand, most unmarried 
co-eds who feel they need protection must somehow 
appear to a doctor either married or over twenty- 
one. Why must someone lie to a doctor to protect 
herself from pregnancy? 

Many agree that each must make his own per- 
sonal decision on all moral issues, yet those who do 
must contend with an officially disapproving society. 
(Unofficially, of course, things might be different.) 

Modern science has produced an effective sexu- 
al liberator. Yet society balks to take advantage of 
it, Why? 

It is often argued that the widespread use of 
birth control pills would usher in an unprecedent 
era of promiscuity and mass debauchery. In coun- 
tries where birth control is already readily available 
to anyone, this had not occured. In Sweden, for 
example, birth control devices are sold in streetside 
vending machines. 

How long are we to tolerate a basic inconsis- 
tency with regard to unmarried members of the pop- 
ulation? How long must people suffer the embar- 
rassment and the anxiety levied by society? 

As students, we must face the problem squarely 
and forthrightly. And we must begin here . . . with 
our own community. 

For a start, we can focus attention on the policy 
regarding birth control pills at the Student Infirma- 
ry. Why are they not allowed to dispense the pill 
to any student wishing it, as Stanford Health Cen- 
ter does? 

Ts it perhaps because students are incapable of 
making their own moral decisions?

It was there that he 
met his wife, the former Sandra 
Johnson, 

Mr. and Mrs. Ellis were mar- 
ried in June of 1964. They have 
no children. 

Born in Middletown, Connect- 
icut in 1934, Mr. Ellis attended 
Northwood Preparatory School 
in Lake Placid, N.Y. 

Mr. Ellis explained the duties 
involved in his present job as he 
relaxed behind his office desk 
smoking a cigarette. “My job 
entails supervision of the entire 
resident assistant system in 
men’s halls, This includes hiring 
them, training them and the 
overall supervision of them 
through the course of the year.”’ 
He added, smiling through his

The students involved in the | 
study said that they had an ex- 
pectation of being forced to take 
part in “publication for its own 
sake. . before they have some- 
thing to say.” 

Students who participated in 
the study expected to get the 
greatest satisfaction from 
“work, association, and friend- 
|ship with collegeage students,” 
|and the intellectual challenge of 
\the academic community. 

The most common reason giv- 
en for wanting a college teach- 
jing career was; “I felt that 1 
‘could make the greatest contri- 
bution to society in this area.” 
| About a fifth of the Danforth 
\Fellows wanted to be college 
teachers before entering college, 
and more than two-fifths had 
made such a decision by their 
junior year. Virtually all had de- 
cided on this profession by their 
senior year. 

As new faculty members, the 
study participants reported they 
wanted to spend about 55 per 
cent of their time in teaching 
activities. Twenty years later, 
they would hope to spend less 
time teaching and devote more 
time to research and writing. 

The students also stated that 
they hope to begin their teach- 
ing careers at the same kind of
